KHARTOUM. — President Jaafer 
el-Numeirt declared yesterday that 
Communism has no place in Sudan 
and that “we will ποῖ accept the 
Soviets as colonizers or any others.” 

He said the recent “tragic epi- 
sode” — a reference to the un- 
successful left-wing coup last month 
and its aftermath — affirmed that 
the Sudanese were cheering some 
people whom they believed were 
friends of the oppressed nations. 

Speaking to members of the rail- 
way workers’ trade union, Sudan's 
largest labour organization, he ad- 
ded that those people were intend- 
ing to enter Sudan and Africa in 
another form of im ism. 

He said that his people “would 
let them (the Soviets} know that 
.they are Sudanese and are capable 
of protecting their country’s inde- 
pendence.” 

. Sudan's new Foreign Minister, 
Dr. Mansour Khaled, had on Wed- 
nesday accused the Soviet Union of 
weging an unfair campaign against 
his scountry and warned that Sudan 
would not sit idiy by if this con- 
tinued. 

Sudan's relations with Russia .and 
Bulgaria have detertorated follow- 
‘ing strong press criticism in these 
and other Communist countries of 
the execution of two Sudanese com- 
munist leaders for their part in the 
abortive coup.

Agreement on 
Canal can be 
reached—Sisco

TEL AVIV. — U.S. Assistant Secretary of State Joseph Sisco yester- 
day expressed the U.S. Government's belief that despite differences of 
opinion between Israel and Egypt sn interim agreement over the Suez 


Canal was attainable. 
Mr. Sisco left early this morning for 


- Washington after a nine-day visit 


to Israe}. 
In a prepared statement read out 
to the press in the U.S.IS. audi- 


| torium adjoining the American Em- 
bassy here, Mr. Sisco declared: “One 


simple message I wish to leave 
with the Government and people of 
Israel is that an interlm Canal set- 
tlement continues to be the best 
way to assure that a relative quiet 
will continue and will spare the 
peoples of the area the anguish and 
heertbreak of loss of lives.” 

Mr. Sisco said, “The United 
States will continue in its efforts 
to achieve an interim agreement, 
also because it constitutes a prac- 
tical test of peace that in time 
could help move matters towards 
an overall settlement in keeping 
with the U.N. Resolution of No- 
vember 1967." 

In introducing the Assistant Sec- 
retary of State, the U.S. Embassy 
spokesman, Mr. John Forster, ex- 
Plained that no press conference 
‘was being held in keeping with Mr. 
Sisco’s desire for “quiet and private 
diplomacy.” 

NO QUESTIONS 

Moreover, Mr. Forster explained, 
as Mr. Sisco was leaving very early 
in the morning for Washington, “he 
did not wish to inconvenience you.” 
No questions were allowed because 
Mr. ‘Sisco would first be reporting 
back to his Government, the spokes- 
man explained. 

Mr. Sisco, locking δὲ and tanned 
after managing to squeeze in swim- 
ming and some golf between his 
talks here, began his statement by 
saying: “T first of all want to thank 
the Government and people of Israel 
for the warm welcome T have met 
throughout my visit. I have enjoyed 
this unhurried stay. I leave early 
tomorrow to report to my Govern- 
ment on my talks here on all as- 
pects of United States-Israel rela- 
tions with the Prime Minister and 
other Israeli officials. The talks were 
practical and concrete in nature and 
were held in a spirit of openness 
and friendship.” 

He continued by saying: “In par- 
ticular, I explored with your Gov- 
ernment some ideas on the tnterim 
Canal settlement. The talks were 
exploratory in nature. T did not ex- 
Pect any decisive breakthroughs and 
none were achieved. 

“We each now know more clearly 
the possibilities, the Umits, the op- 
portunities and the perfls which 
exist in the area,” he declared, 

Mr. Sisco said that despite the 
differences that remain to be re- 
solved between the two sides, the 
U.S. belizves that progress on an 
interim agreement can be achieved,

Mr. Rabin bs 
expected to resume the talks with 
Mr. Sisco in Washington early next 
week. 


Strategies of handling the Arab- 
Israel issues at the caming session 
of the U.N. General Assembly were 
taken up yesterday, but the Israeli 
side is reported to have received 
little clarification of the way the 
U.S. is planning to handle the 
Chinese representation question, 
which is expected to cast its heavy 
shadow over the entire Assembly, 
whether Peking gets in or does 
not.

There is, as a case example, the 
matter of the United Funds. Most 
of the private charities and social 
service agencles in American com- 
munities have developed a single 
fund-raising device so that there 
would not be a multiplicity of ap- 
peals. At one time there was 2 great 
debate In the American Jewish com- 
munity as to whether the Jewish so- 
cial agencies should join in this 
single fund-raising device. It was 
an expression of faith in a certain 
kind of pluralistic society when 
American Jewry decided to do so. 
The Jewish community was provid- 
ing services to Jews — through re- 
creational centers,. hospitals, family 
service ‘agencies --- which the general 
community would otherwise provide, 
in δὶ least some Limited form. But 
these are serivces, among others, 
which the Jewish community 15 com- 
mitted to providing Jews as an ex- 
tension of its nature 88 a commu- 
nity. It also provides some of these 
services to needy sections of the ge- 
neral community, to the extent pos- 
sible. Why not, in these social ser- 
vice areas, join In a single fund- 
raising drive in the general com- 
munity? Jews contribute in a dis~- 
tinguished fashion to these general 
United Funds, as well as to the 
Jewish ‘Welfare Federation; and these 
funds have typically provided about 
a third of the support of these Jew- 
ish agencies. 

But in the last few years, the 
United Funds have begun to think 
of themselves less as federations of 
existing groups and communities 
which provide services as exten- 
slong of their group and religious 
ideology. They have begun to think 
of themselves as central social plan- 
ning agencies for the total com- 
munity. Thus they have began to 
evaluate the work of Jewish agencies 
—and allocate funds — not in terms 
of the imperatives of Jewish life — 
but in terms of the general needs 


. of the community. 


Tn one sense, this is another symp- 
tom of the atomization of American 
Ufe. These services are mo longer 
to be expressions of religious or 
ideological or cultural group im- 
pulses — but rather services pro- 
vided by the total community 
through generalized agencies. Just 
Uke the neutral government. 

For the Jewish agencies in parti- 


cular, this may necessitate some b;

‘elpation — and perheps some form

referred to have long been kept out 
of the system. Throughout the coun- 
try there have developed “affirma- 
tive action” programmes to hasten 
thelr integration in the system. Af- 
firmative action means something 
beyond non-discrimination; it means 
compensatory action to make up for 
erfppling effects of past discrimina- 
tion.

But there is another plece of 
background. The history of Amer- 
fea has been 8 history of emerging 
groups. In many lerge cities, the 
school system has been a particular 
instrument of occupational mobility. 
Tt has been one of the places where 
the newly educated children of 
immigrants ‘had a heavy hold on 
Professional, middle-class niche. Ina 
couple of cities— including the one 
im question — the children of Irish 
immigrants had a heavy hold on 
positions in the school de; ent. 
The Jews followed them. In the 1980s 
Jews began to join the school sys- 
tems In large numbers. They moved 
up 85 attrition took place. They are 
in the school systems in heavily dis- 
proportionate numbers — and ere 
now in administrative positions in 
disproportionate numbers. They bear 
the disproportionate brunt of such 
an affirmative action policy, partly 
because they were the last group 
to emerge in America. 


Minority’ status 


Without exploring all the ramifi- 
cations of this case-problem, it raises 
some questions about pluralism and 
the Jews in modern America, For 
years American Jews ‘have been de- 
veloping the philosophy that they 
are’ not a “minority” in the public 
sphere — but simply Americans 
alongside other Americans, except 
in religious and cultural matters. 
However, in the current situation, 
many are raising the question as to 
“ncinority” status, and therefore 
whether we shouldn’t publicly claim 
some consideration in the imple- 
mentation of affirmative action pro- 
grammes: At the very least, many 
are saying that the Jewish commu- 
nity should in this instance take cor- 
porate action on the political level. In 
smaller communities, Jewish teach- 
ers and administrators are bending 
together as Jews for the first time.

What was the “promise” of that 
era?

After all, is it 
etlough, forever, for Jews to live 
as Jews? What are the “better 
days” for which Jews await? Bialik 
wrote of the possibility that after 
many years in Israel, Jews “will be 
emboldened to make another exodus 
which will lead to the spreading of 
our spirit over the world...” Without 
elaborating,. American Jews have felt 
that they were part of a unique 
historical process in America, part 
of a-uniquely open soclety —° that |. 
is ἃ society open to history — which 
had a special kinship with Jewish 
history, meaning, and mission. 

Whatever the substance of that 
hypothesis, it has been the source 
of ἃ special American-Jewish iden- 
tity. And that specia) identity has 
been slipping away because of cur- 
rent developments in American and 
Jewish life. ΣΡ it is to be retained, 
the scenario for the American 50- 
ciety must be revised: a politically 
open, generally pluralistic society 
which 18 tender, not hostile towards 
group and cultural loyalties, As 
usual, the Jews are becoming a 
prime test of that tenderness or 
hostility. This is, in effect, the 
crisis of pluralism in liberal Amer- 
ica. It requires the Jews to have a 
tough stance about themselves — 
and a self-conscious stance’ towards 
American society which is not just 
tied down to the particulars of the 
traditional liberal agenda. 

But whether it is iJusory... 
whether it is possible... whether it is 
desirable... that sense of American- 
Jewish identity — of authenticity not 
only as Jews but as Jews in Amer- 
ica — is probably as important as 
Jewish education to the survival of 
the American Jewish community.

US. Religious Zionists 
take up Panthers’ case—
